town are using PVC plastic pipe for the 
water lines. After reading all that is being 
written about the dangers of polyvinyl 
chloride plastics, I wonder if there is any 
danger in drinking water from this type 
pipe? 
yv 


All PVC pipe being used in Corsicana 


must meet rigid governmental tests for its 
chemical composition and construction 
before the city will allow its use here, 
according to Municipal Services Director 
Delma Ware, and he assures you that 
there is no danger from using the water 
from these pipes for drinking. 


Standards set by the American Standard 


Testing Association for chemical com- 
position of the pipe must first be met, Ware 
said. Overall standards set by the National 
Safety Foundation must also be met, as 
must size and strength standards set by 
the American Waterworks Association. 


"Unless the pipe has been approved by 


all three testing agencies," Ware said, 
"we do not allow its use. There are dif- 
ferent specifications for pipe that is used 
for drinking water and the pipe used for 
sewage also," he added. 


Ware said the city monitores the use of 


such pipe closely to insure that only the 
approved plastic pipe is used. 


I have heard rumors that one of the rural 


post offices being considered for closing is 
the one at Chatfield. Has there been any 
formal actions taken to close that post 
office? 
, 


No. According to Corsicana Postmaster 


Wayne Norris, no formal steps to close the 
Chatfield post office have been taken as 
yet. 


In fact, a court order dated March 5 


prohibits the closing of any rural post 
office by order of Judge John Lewis Smith, 
federal district judge in Washington, D. C. 


That move came following a suit filed by 


some two dozen congressmen and 
senators, and is based on the possibility of 
a violation by the U. S. Postal Service of its 
own regulations should the proper 
procedures in closing those rural offices 
not be met. 


Norris said he is in a position to know 


'first hand of any plans for closing the 
Chatfield office because his office would 
have to absorb responsibility of serving 
Chatfield residents should that office be 
closed. 


He said he would keep Action Line in- 


formed of any developments in the matter. 


Our local FM radio station is coming in 


on our FM radio at more than one place on 
the dial. It is interfering with Dallas 
stations in the middle of the dial. Who can 
we report this to? Doesn't the FCC check 
on something like this? 


The FCC does, indeed, check on com- 


plaints such as yours because radio 
stations are assigned specific frequencies 
on which to operate. In fact, all radio 
stations are required to have annual 
transmitter checks to insure that all 
equipment is operating within regulations. 


KCIR-FM, the local station, had such a 


check performed 
by an independent 


contractor at the first of this year as 
required by law. 


"As of January 1st, we had a complete 


yearly inspection as required by the FCC," 
Station Mgr. Nancy Harrison said. "It was 
done by an independent contractor, and we 
were completely within FCC regulations." 


KCIR's station engineer suggests that 


you have a qualified service person check 
your receiver for possible problems there. 


If you continue to experience problems, 


Nancy suggested that you call the station. 
They will be happy to discuss any such 
problem with listeners. 


By way of explanation, all radio tran- 


smitting equipment has what is known as a 
"modulation limiter" incorporated into it. 
The modulation limiter restricts the 
frequency on which that station can 
transmit. 


If, after talking with the station, you are 


still experiencing problems, contact the 
Dallas office 
of the 
Federal Com- 


munication Commission at 749-3243. 


I read the Daily Sun's story about kids 


sniffing paint and I want to know if there is 
any movement underway by the govern- 
ment to remove these harmful products 
from the market altogether? Surely there 
are equal products that don't contain the 
harmful chemicals. 
There is, indeed, a movement on the 


federal level to eliminate fluorocarbons, 
the name given those harmful propellants, 
from certain products. 


According to the Consumer Product 


Safety Commission in Washington, each 
year there are more than 2.8 billion aerosol 
products manufactured in this country, so 
any such ban will have a great impact. 
Estimated revenue from these products is 
$6 billion a year. 


The action against fluorocarbons, which 


are found in about half of all aerosal 
products, is based on two concerns: the 
abuse of those substances, 
and 
the 


possibility that those fluorocarbons are 
destroying the ozone shield 
in 
the 


stratosphere, which may be far more 
threatening in the long run. 


Ozone serves an important purpose by 


filtering out most of the ultraviolet 
radiation from the sun. Some scientists 
fear that if the ozone shield is reduced, 
more ultraviolet radiation will reach the 
earth and cause an increase in the 
frequency of skin cancer. 


It is estimated by government scientists 


that one molecule of chlorine, the sub- 
stance produced when fluorocarbons react 
with the upper atmosphere, is enough to 
break down 10 molecules of ozone. 


At present, tests are underway to further 


verify these fears with an eye toward 
regulatory action by January, 1978. 


The U.S. Consumer Product Safety 


Commission recently denied a petition to 
ban all aerosol products containing certain 
fluorocarbons because that agency feels 
that more data is needed. 


But with an estimated average of 125 


people a year, mostly youths, dying from 
the abuse of aerosals, and a growinf 
number of scientists voicing concern abou 
the ozone, the government is anticipating 
stiffer regulation in the near future.

Bentsen about the issue because 
he is chairman of the con- 
ference committee dealing with 
the transportation bill, the bill 
dealing with such items as the 


highway trust funds and mass 
transit allocations. 


SODD 
REPORTED 
that 


before the conference Bentsen 
said he had been leaning toward 
putting all funds from the bill 
into highway development. 


After visiting with the Cor- 


sicanans, however, he said that 
several 
cities 
had 
similar 


problems 
on the need 
for 


overpasses 
to take care of 


problems 
with 
railroad 


crossings. He said he would "do 
what he can," Sodd reported, to 
see that some funds from the 
bill are earmarked for railroad 
demonstration projects, with 
the funds going to the various 
states. 


"THAT MEANS funds will be 


made available to do the job," 
Sodd said. "It will be up to us to 
go (to the state of Texas) and 
get it. "We've got to show the 
need, and we'll present the 
need. The highway department 
is already aware of it." 


He said overpass construction 


would be "a significant step 
toward attaining access to the 
east part of town," an acre cut 


off by train crossings for "not 
an insignificant part of time. 


Particularly needed is con- 


tinuous access by ambulance 
and police services.

Crystal Beach has 


plenty of sea, 


fish and problems 


CRYSTAL 
BEACH, Tex. 


(AP) — Crystal Beach is a sea- 
shore town with more sea than 
shore and more 
fish than 


people. 


Incorporated as a township in 


1971, 
the Bolivar Peninsula 


community claims about 42 
square miles of the Gulf of 
Mexico and about 25 square 
miles of land. It has a per- 
manent human population of 
just over 600 and fish in the un- 
counted millions. 


It also has a population of 


problems that its founding fa- 
thers never expected. 


"We incorporated to keep 


Galveston from taking us in," 
says Mayor Eddie Robinson.' 
"It was strictly a defensive 
move." 


Since then, says one resident, 


"There's been nothing but prob- 
lems." 


The town annexed miles of 


offshore lands to cash in on an 
oil drilling boom. 


For a while it worked. Oil 


companies drilled 15 offshore 
wells, paying Crystal Beach $2,- 
000 for a well for the privilege. 
But the boom died when 12 
wells were dry. 


Other problems came up. 


Since Crystal Beach was self- 
governed, Galveston County 
stopped 
maintaining 
roads, 


cleaning beaches and providing 
police protection. The township 
look on those expenses. 


Crystal Beach named a mar- 


shal but town officials said he 
was fired when he spent more 
time catching shrimp 
than 


crooks. The next town peace of- 
ficer lost his job after someone 
stole his gun and badge and he 
was arrested for drunkeness by 
a Galveston County deputy. 


Citizens began to complain 


about deteriorating roads and 
beaches, which now resemble 
garbage heaps, littered with tin 
cans, glass and abandoned auto 
parts. Petitions were circulated 
twice to "de-incorporate," but 
nothing ever came of them. 


The problem, says Robinson, 


is that there's not enough mon- 
£y in the town treasury. 


"The average tax on a house 


here is $10 a year," he said, 
"and that's not much when you 
consider a load of shell (for 
roadways) cost $8." 


"They're trying every way 


they can think of to come up 
with more money," said one 
resident. "I think they're in 
over their heads." 


Robinson said the newest 


plan is to change Crystal Beach 
from a township to a city. This 
legal maneuver would enable 


the town to increase tax rates 
and annex more land. 


News of the plan sent trem- 


ors of panic up and down the 
peninsula. At Gilchrist, eight 
miles up the beach, citizens 
hurriedly organized an 
in- 


corporation petition. 


"We don't want to become 


part of Crystal Beach and all 
its 
problems," 
said 
Ray 


O'Quinn, a Gilchrist resident. 
"We'd like to be left alone." 


The plan has divided Crystal 


Beach because of the prospect 
of new taxes. Several residents 
told of being threatened. Some 
began carrying guns in their 
cars. Several meetings held in 
churches broke up after argu- 
ments and fist fights. 


Problems seem out of place 


in an area some consider a 
paradise of sand, sea and sky. 


Bolivar Peninsula is a mecca 


for sun lovers, surfers and fish- 
ermen. 
During 
summer 


months, Crystal Beach's popu- 
lation surges to 5,000 as vaca- 
tioners crowd the flat, treeless 
stretch of sand. 


College students jam 
the 


wide, tan beaches during the 
spring break 
from 
classes. 


Many prefer the untouched 
sweep of Bolivar to the com- 
mercial jumble along other 
Texas beaches. 


"It becomes just one long 


party for the kids," Robinson 
said. "They pitch tents or sleep 
in 
their cars 
or 
on 
the 


beaches." 


The town marshal confiscates 


lots of drugs, says the mayor, 
"but those marijuana laws are 
hard to enforce." 


Permanently living in para- 


dise, though, is vastly different 
from just visiting there. Crystal 


Beach has no movies, libraries, 
hospitals, doctors or shopping 
centers. 


Many major purchases are 


made in Galveston, connected 
to Bolivar by ferry. The 10-mile 
trip sometimes may involve 
hours of waiting just to board 
the ferry. 


Children in Crystal Beach are 


bused to Galveston schools and 
occasionally are stranded there 
when fog closes the ferry. Most 
school children here 
leave 


home at 6:30 a.m. and return 
about 5 p.m. 


Crystal Beach has only a vol- 


unteer fire department, and 
Robinson said "insurance rates 
are about as high as they can 
get." 


Despite the difficulties, most 


longtime Bolivar residents feel 
there is simply no other place 
they had rather live.

look more inviting given the 
President's victorious march 
through the early primary elec- 
tions.

Moonshiners appear to be a dying breed 


GLEN DANIEL, W. Va. (AP) 


— Woodrow Cook has done a 
lot of things in his life but noth- 
ing he's liked better than mak- 
ing moonshine. Unless, maybe, 
it was drinking some. 


"Why, 
I'd have to have a cal- 


culator to figure how much 
whiskey I've drunk, or made," 
he said one snowy winter after- 
noon from the couch in his tiny, 
hillside home. He was nursing 
a hangover he said was caused 
by drinking "store-bought corn 
whiskey." 
Moonshine would 


never do that, he said. 


A stocky man now in his ear- 


ly 60s, Cook will either have to 
learn to live with hangovers or 
stop drinking. He doesn't make 
moonshine anymore. 


"In fact," he said, "I don't 


know anybody who makes li- 
quor these days." 


The statistics bear him out. 


Last year, the nation's Treas- 
ury agents — known more fa- 
miliarly hereabouts as "reve- 
nooers" — seized 800 stills na- 
tionwide. This compares with 
20,000 stills grabbed in 1968 and 
»ore than 25,000 in 1956. The 
1975 figure represents the few- 
est number of stills seized since 
the repeal of Prohibition in 
1933. 


But Woodrow doesn't need 


statistics lo see it's all over for 
him and the other moonshiners. 


"No," he said after a mo- 


ment, "things sure aren't the 
same around here anymore. 
Used to be that everybody had 
'em a barrel. Why, my grand- 
daddy, the one that came over 
from Ireland, came into these 
hills from Virginia when he 
was a young man, and he was 
carrying a still on his back. 


Time moved on, and things 


began changing in the hills. 
Prohibition ended. There were 
more jobs. Then there were 
fewer, and thousands of men 
poured out of the hills and into 
the cities, leaving behind the 
knowledge brought over to this 
country by their 
Scotch-Irish 


ancestors. 


And Woodrow Cook, and oth- 


ers like him, found themselves 
members of a dying breed. 


Moonshining is now all but 


dead in such former stronghold 
states as West Virginia and 
Kentucky. The rest of the na- 
tion isn't far behind. Georgia 
led the country last year with 
just 185 arrests, followed by 
Alabama with 162, North Caro- 
lina 152, Tennessee 56, South 
Carolina, 52, Mississippi 43, 
Virginia 28 and Florida 11. 


Rex Davis, director of the 


Treasury Department's Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco and Fire- 
arms, attributes the decline to 
the dedication of his agents and 
to the high conviction rate. But 
he also admits that the in- 
creased costs of making moon- 
shine — such as the price of 
sugar — are a prime factor. 


Woodrow Cook couldn't agree 


more. 


"Sugar's better than $23 a 


hundred right now," he said. 


Man jailed since 


1917 credited 
with 24 years 


HUNTSVILLE, Tex. (AP) - 


The Texas prison system's 
third oldest inmate has been 
locked up since 1917 but has 
been credited with only 24 
years, the Houston Post report- 
ed today. 


Unless paroled, Gene Win- 


chester, 82, who has never been 
sentenced to more than 50 
years, can only expect to be re- 
leased in the year 2005. But he 
would have to live to be 111. 


The 
newspaper 
said 
it 


learned about Winchester's sit- 
uation during a reporter's visit 
to the Texas Department of 
Corrections' geriatric ward in 
the prison hospital. There Win- 
chester quitely bides his time 
under a diagnosis of advanced 
senility and schizophrenia, ac- 
cording to state doctors. 


The Post said it learned that 


Winchester's situation is the re- 
sult of a quirk in the law. 


According to Tom Green 


County (San Angelo) records, 
Winchester was convicted of 
murder and assessed a 50-year 
prison sentence in 1917. Two 
years later, according to prison 
records, Winchester was com- 
mitted as a "lunatic" to the 
newly opened Rusk State Hospi- 
tal. 


In 1958 the legislature passed 


a law requiring that state pris- 
on inmates who, like Winches- 
ter, had been committed to 
Rusk from prison, receive pris- 
on time credit for the time 
served at Rusk. 


Then Texas Ally. Gen. Will 


Wilson was asked by the prison 
system lo decide if inmates 
such as Winchester were cov- 
ered retroactively as well. Wil- 
son responded thai because the 
legislature had not specifically 
labeled the law retroactive, it 
could not be considered as 
such. 


In 1969 officials at Rusk re- 


turned Winchester lo the custo- 
dy of the prison systems which, 
operating 
under 
Wilson's 


ruling, gave him no credit. 


"And corn, corn's gone plumb 
out of sight. It costs you more 
to make liquor now than you 
can sell it for." 


Cracked corn and sugar are 


moonshine's prime ingredients, 
along with a little yeast to has- 
ten the fermentalion process. 
Once Ihis concoction — called 
"mash" — has reached Ihe 


proper stage of fermentation, 
the moonshiners pul it into big 
copper cookers and bring it to 
a boil. 


When the mash has reached 


the boiling point, the alcohol 
turns to steam and escapes 
through a copper coil known af- 
fectionalely as "the 
worm." 


This steam then cools, con- 


denses and comes out of the 
worm as a crystal-clear, highly 
potent alcohol which long ago 
earned the nickname "white 
lightning." 


Although Cook insists his 


whiskey "never made anybody 
sick," hundreds of people have 
been blinded and killed by bad 
whiskey over the years. The 


federal agents have done a 
good job of making the public 
aware of the possible effecls of 
such whiskey, and this educa- 
lional process is anolher reason 
for moonshine's decline. 


"You 
wouldn't believe the 


filth I've seen around stills," 
says Glenn Burner, an agent 
who has spent most of the past 


20 years chasing West Virginia 
moonshiners. "Rats are a par- 
ticular problem because they 
are atlracled by Ihe rolling 
mash." 


"I have been shol at," he 


added, "but I don't think the 
shots were meanl lo hil me. 
Many people in Ihe mounlains 
used lo feel lhat moonshining 


was a God-given right." 


Woodrow Cook had that feel- 


ing, 
but thai didn't save him 


from making repeated trips to 
the federal penitentiary at At- 
lanta. 


Jesse Cook takes a dim view 


of the 13 years his falher spenl 
behind bars. 


"I've thought about making 


whiskey," he admitted, "but 
I'm afraid of it. The risk is just 
too great." 


Woodrow Cook nodded ap- 


provingly. 


"That's right," he said. "I've 


kept him away from it. There'll 
be no more whiskey-making in 
this family. The line has ended

Civilian and military job re- 


ductions in the Navy action will 
total about 5,000. The total of 
military and civilian job cuts 
will be nearly 7,000 if all go 
through, including 764 military 
positions.
